It delights in moist, sandy soil but can begrown in any garden by fo)- 
lowing the directions given here. A bed 15x50 feet, requiring abou, 
00 plants, should give an abundant supply for an ordinary family, 
CULTURE — Beds areusually formed by setting plants one or 
wo years old, which can be procured of us, but if you wish to grow 
hem yourself; pour hot water on the seed and allow it to stand 
ntil cool, pour it off and repeat with fresh hot water once or twice 
and then sow in drills one foot apart and two inches deep in light 
ich soil. When the plants are well up, thin to about one inch apart, 
and give frequent and thorough cultivation during the summer, If 
this has been well done, the plants will be fit to set the next spring. 
The permanent beds should be prepared by deep plowing or spading 
and thoroughly conchiag the ground with stable manure or other 
fertilizers. If the subsoil is not naturally loose and friable, it should 
be made so by thoroughly stirring with a subsoil plow or the spade, 
Set the plants about four inches deep and one to two feet apart in 
rows four to sixfeet apart. After the plants are well started give 
frequent and thorough cultivation. Harly the next spring spade in

CULTURE.—No crop responds more readily to good soil and cultiva- 
tion than this. The soil best adapted to them is alight, rich, well 
drained loam, which was manured for the previous crop. If too rank 
manure is used itis apt to make them grow toomuchto vine, Beans are 
extremely sensitive to both cold and wet, and it is useless to plant them 
before the ground has become dry and warm. The largest return will 
result from planting in drills from two to three feet apart and leaving 
two to six plants to the foot of row. Up to the time of blossoming they 
should have frequent shallow cultivation, but any cutting of the roots 
after the plants come into bloom is liable to cause the blossoms to blast 
and so cut offthecrop. Remember that beans should always be culti- 
vated very shallow, and that it is useless to expect acrop from a field 
So poorly prepared as to need deep stirring after planting. 

From one pint tc‘ o quarts will be sufficent to furnish a supply for 
an ordinary family, aud varieties should be selected so as to give a suc- 
cession both ofstring and green shelled beans. The wax podded beans 
are particularly liable to run off into green podded plants, and it re- 
quires constant attention and skillful selection to keep them pure, so 
that it is especially important to use only seed from reliable sources,

Earth up a little during the 
summer, keeping the leaf stalks near together, so that the soil cannot get between them. 
Finish earthing up in the autumn, and never hoe or earth up in moist weather, or when the 
plants are moistened with dew. To preserve celery for winter, dig trenches a foot in width 
and as deep as the top of the plants. Stand the celery in these, erect as they grew, with 
what dirt adheres to the roots, packing closely, but not crowding. After the trench is filled 
it should be covered with straw or leaves as a protection from the frost. Do not cover until 
the weather becomes quite cold, and then only a little at a time as the cold becomes greater, 
Celery will bear a good deal offrost. The trench must have a good drainage.

Prepare the mixture of loam and manure, making the bed in layers, and 
pounding down each with the back of the spade. Leave this to heat 
through for a few days, and as soon as the heat subsides to 90 degrees, 
make holes in the bed about a-foot apart each way, into which 
put pieces of the spawn two or three inches in diameter, fill up 
the holes with the compost and at the expiration of a wee 
or ten days the spawn will have thoroughly diffused itself 


through the bed. Spread a layer of fresh soil over the 
heap to a depth of two inches, and cover with three or four 
- inches of hay, straw orlitter. Examine the bed often to see 
that it does not pct dry.

HOW TO RAISE ONIONS SUCCESSFULLY. 


The Onion is not only valuable as a medicine, but has considerable nutritive properties; parsley willin a great measure do away with the un- 
pleasant odor imparted to the breath. j “ 


PREPARATION . Remove all refuse of previous crops in time to 
e complete the work before the ground freezes 
up, and spread the composted manure evenly, at the rate of about fifty 
cart-loads tothe acre. This should first be cultivated in, and then 
the ground ploughed a moderate depth, taking a narrow furrow, in or- 
der to thoroughly mix the manure with the soil. Carefully avoid tramp- 
ing on the ground during the winter. Cultivate or thoroughly drag the 
soil with a heavy harrow as early in the spring as it can be worked, and 
then in the opposite direction, with a light one, after which the entire 
surface should be raked with steel hand rakes. It is impossible to culti- 
vate the crop economically unless the rows are perfectly straight; to 
secure this, stretch a line along one side, fourteen feet from the edge, and 
make a distinct mark alongit; then, having made a wooden marker, 
something like a giant rake with five teeth about a foot long and stand- 
ing fourteen inches apart, make four more marks by carefully drawing 
it with the outside tooth in, and the head at right angles to the perfect- 
ly straight straight mark made by the line. Continue to work around 
this line until on the third passage of the marker you reach the side of 
the field where you began; measure fifteen feet two inches from the last 
row, stretch the line again, and mark around in the same way. This is 
better than to stretch a line along one side, as it is impossible to prevent 
therows gradually becoming crooked, and by this plan we straighten 
them after every third passage of the marker.

SOWING THE SEE a ground can be gotten ready, andcainbe 


done best by a hand seed drill. This should be carefully adjusted to sow 
the desired quantity of seed and about one-half inch deep. The quantity 
needed will vary with the soil, the seed used, and the kind of onions de- 
sired, Thin seeding gives much larger onions than thick. Four or five 
pounds, per acre, is the usual quantity needed to grow large onions. We 
use a drill with a roller attached, but if the drill has none, the ground 
ppt igs well rolled with a hand roller immediately after the seed is

CULTIVATION Give the onions the first hoeing, just skimming 
« the ground between the rows, as soon as they 
can be seen the length of the row. Hoe again in a few days, this time 
close up to the plants, after which weeding must be continued, This 
operation requires to be carefully and thoroughly done. The weeder 
must work on his knees astride of the row, stirring the earth around 
the plants, in orderto destroy any weeds that have just started. At 


this weeding or the next, according to the size of the plants, therows 
should be thinned leaving from eight to twelve plants to the foot. In 
ten days or two weeks they will require another hoeing and weeding 
similar to thelast, and two weeks later, give them still another hoe- 
ing and if necessary another weeding. Ifthe:work has been thor- 
oughly done at the proper time, the crop will not require further 
care until ready to gather, { 


MANURING There is no crop where a liberal use of manure is 
« more essential than in this, If it is too rank, it 
is quite sure to make soft onions, with many scallions. It should be 
of the best quality, well fermented and shoveled over, at least twice 
during the previous summer to kill weed seeds. Of the commercial 
manures, we prefer fine ground bone to any other, but large crops 
are raised by the use of superphosphates. In some cases, particular. 
ly with mucky soils, nothing will do so much good as a liberal dress- 
ing of unbleached wood ashes or some form of commercial fertilizer 
rich.in potash. 


GA THERING As soon as the Age die and fall, the bulbs 

s should be gathered into windrows. If the 
weather is fine they will need no attention while curing, but if itis 
not, they will need to be stirred by simply moving them slightly 
along therow. Cutoffthe tops when perfectly dry, about halfan 
inch from the bulb; and then after a few days of bright weather the 
onions will be fit to store for the winter. 

Onions may be kept in fine condition through winter by spread- 
ing straw to the depth of about 18 inches on the floor of a barn or 
shed and on this spread the onions to the depth of about a foot and 
cover them with about two feet of straw. 


THE SOIL Acrop of onions can be grown on any soil which 

s will produce a full crop of corn, but on a stiff clay, 
very light sand or gravel, or certain varieties of muck or swamp 
lands, neither a large nor a ve profitable crop can be grown. 
We prefer a rich, sandy loam, wit 
much better if it has been cultivated with hoed crops, kept clean of 
weeds and well manured for two years previous, because if a suf. 
ficient quantity of manure to raise an ordinary soil to a proper de- 
gree of fertility is applied at once, it is likely to make the onions 
soit.

County, Minn , in 1891; and at Power, Richland County, N. Dak., in 1892. Atthe last named place 400 kernels were planted‘in hills 12x 18” 
apart, one grainina hill. Plant 2001 yielded 15.4 grams of fine wheat. This being the heaviest yielder among the 400 plants it was chosen as 
the mother plant of this new variety. :

For flowers 4 
tight loam is best adapted, mixed with a small proportion of sand, sufficient to render it porus; it should be deeply dug and thoroughly pulver- 
ized, fertilizing it with an abundance of well-rotted manure, according to the character of the plant ¢o be raised, some doing better in poorer 
soil; but for the general run of flowers, well tilled and well manured soil brings the best results, i 
: Sowing.—Too much attention cannot be paid to sowing sceds with proper care, for herein, in a great many cases, Nes the secret of the suc 
cessful garuener. Too light or too heavy a covering of seeds oftem produces the most disastrous results. For example: a customer of our® 
complained that his Lobelia seed tailed to make even an appearance of growth; upon inquiry we found that he had sown and covered it with) 
two inches of soil; we pointed out his error, and gave him more seed, instructing him to scatter it merely on top of the soil, and to press smooth 
with some flat instrument. The result was just exactly what we expected. He wrote, stating that he never had such fine growth in anything 
before. A simple rule to follow is, never sow fine seed deeper than half an inch; extra fine seed on surface only, pressing the soil firmly; coaret, 
meary. seed from one to two inches; water lightly and often, until the seeds are started, then night and morning will be sufficient. . 
ransplanting.—To procure strong and healthy plants, transplanting is a process which Should never be neglected. It gives the plaut 
strength, symmetry and beauty, and renews its life to a marked degree. Transplant from seed hed when plants are two inches high, into pots, 
boxes or whatever place intended: if the plants seem to go back, and wither a little, don’t think they are about to die; its only the homesick 
fess of a young life leaving the place ofits birth, A few days will suffice for them to lift their heads, when attention and due care will do the rest.
